reſted very well ſatisfied. The Ludoveſi- 
ans perceving that the Borghe/ſans main- 
tained them/e:ves lo firmly united, thar 
it was impoſſible to dravy them to con- 
difcend to any - other election then 
one of their owne partie; They de- 
rermined amonoſt themſelves to treat 
with them the e'efting of {uch a_ Pope 
as might content all, or at leah, nor;caſt 
either party into any apparant Lidetics: 
for which purpoſe LZ»doviſt hinaſeltwent 
to Borgheſi whete atter hehad entertai- 
ned diſcourſe of many & divetſe things,

For 
the laſt niregard of the amitie hethad 
contracted with the Cardingll of St. Su- 
ſanna he might aſſure himſelte, for the 
Cardinall Campora he was in very good 
rearmes with the 1.«dov:/favs. But for 
any other that he pleaſed to propound, 
Lndwvif offred to doe him Service to 
the utrermoſt of his Power. Borgheſs re- 
rurned him many thanks and for his an- 
ſwer proteſted that this his offer was ex- 
ceeding acceptable and tor it he would 
remaine his debter. The 29. of the ſame 
moneth Borgheſi viſited the Cardinall of

he conditicn of the times, his owne age 
ut 50. yeares his perie&t health, and e- 
ery thing elſe that might make him 
eeme more youttull in re{pe2 otdivers 
ther ancienter Cardinals that might 
uſtly prerenda more ipeciall interreſt 
n the Election ,*and many other rea- 
ons which he delivered unto them with 
uch fncerity, that inftead of admitting 
1s excuies they received ſuch an Impre- 
hon of his wiſedome and modeſty,that 
hey were all tranſported with an affet- 
zonatedehire to favcur his eleftion , the 
vhich they iuily determined ro accom- 
liſhat rhe next opportunity that ſhould 
re{ent it {cife, Now in the meane {ea- 
Jon Ludowiſt who could not reſt inany 
quiet untill the election were performed

which he ſaid perſwaded himſelte roPr an 
chule the Pope withour Communicatingpnd þ 
any thing to him. In like manner theþ0n 
Cardmall Borgheſi tooke in ill part theſ{he 
ptoceedings of Cardinal Borgra, and ofÞ|avin 
the Spaniſh Faction, inſomuch as he re-fome 
ſolved to feperare himſelfe 'and to Randfedge 
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.Jupon his owne torces, and therefore joy. 
.Ined with the Cardinalls of Aracet: and 
{|Caraffa not well liked of the Spaniards, 
:Andrio the end to ſhew and make more 
ſapparantly knowne his diſcontent a- 
t{gainſt the Spaiards, going the ſame 
morning unto the Chappell of Sixtee, 
(hither Borg:ia went expreſly to ſalute 
him; he received him with” harſh words, 
ind a countenance expreſling dilcontent, 
.contrary to his accuſtomed courtehie- and 
.the ſweerneſle of his naturall diſpoſiti- 
ſon : Borgheſs falling into this perplexaty. 
{became lick of a Feaver the third day 6f 
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guſt, which: being gnerally known 11 
he Conclave , this accident with the 
onſ:deration .of the dependencie and 
juality of his Perſon,ſtirred divers moti- 
Dns in the minds of the Cardmalls .

or zthat joyncd rogerher,yer held rhem= 
ſelves confidently aflured. to exciude a- 
ny other from being choſen that was 
not. of their Partie ; which was as cer- 
tainely be!eeved of others when they 
lai that Pigrate!l; fully reſolved to re- 
maine in theConc'ave,notwirhſtanding 
he was till held hard to it by the re- 
waynder of his Fever. The friends of 
Cardmall Barbarino haveing diſcovered 
that the elder Cardiralls had an inclina- 
tion and will to chule into the Romane 
Sea, him whom they ſhou'd eſteemeto 
be beſt amongſt thoſe of the creation of 
Paul the /f. h. They prelennly er a foot 
their former practiles tor Barbarmo. Lu- 
doviſi leeing that it was not in his Po- 
wer'to exalt into the Papacre the Cards- 
nall $2, Sx{anna.confidering with al that 
he had excinded rhe Cardinalls,Compare, 
Gemvivo, Verallo, & Mellinoxthat Ara- 
corls, and Coraffa,were hated of rheSpe- 
mards though not of theFrench that the 
Venetians would not admir of Scaglia, 
that Aſcols wasBurgheſies over intumare 

friend. 
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friend. That Levy was the Prince of 
Swlmanes uncie : and that he was out of 
hope to caſt the Papacie upon any of 
rhoſe that might ſervebeſt ro the advan- 
tage of his delignes; he reſolvedto car- 
ry his ſuffrage and all thoſe of his Par- 
nie- in favour of Cardmall Barbarino - 
the which in like manner all the reſt of 
the heads of faftions, and ProteRors of 
Nations did; who for this Purpoſe al- 
ſemb'ed in the Chamber of Borgheſs, 
where it was reſolved that finding 36. 
Voices of the Conclave concurring to 
the e'etion of one and the ſame Per- 
ton,'t ſhould be ſufficient ro make him 
fully eieted: and for this Purpoſe they 
would meet all the next morning at 
che ſcrutiny. They did determine alto to 
hold this Order, to wit, that the Voices 
of thoſe which they held leaſt aſſured 
fhould be given ar the icrutiny & thole 
which were moſt certaine as Borgheftes 
and ſome others unto the number of 18 
ſhould be pur into the Accefle becauſe 
they did aflur2d'y hope for as many 0- 
thers in the Scrutiny, On the Sunday 
morning,which was the //xth day of Au - 
guſt, Cardinall Borghe/# having recom- 
mended to the Conclave the C ardrnall

lace the ſcrutiny was made according to 
the accuſtomed manner and being done 
there were found in the {crutinynor on- 
ly the 18. Voices which were given in 
the favour of Br barine, but alto to the 
number of 26. and 23. in the Acceſle. 
Burt forfomuch as either by neg!igence 
or by ſome other accident,there was one 
Voice lefle in the Acceſſe, it was be- 
houfefall ro b2g1n again in the {crutiny, 
whicti being done. & there being found 
ro the number of 50. Voices in the fa- 
vour of the {aid Barbar:no, all which 
joynt conſent proclame4 and adored 
him Pop: to their great contentment 
ind applanie, being a Perſonaye moſt 
neceſlary in reoard of the preſent con- 
dition of the times who was knovne to 
have nothing ſo deare to his {oule as the 
exailatztion of the holy Apoſtalike and 
Romare Church and a frequent defire to 
rednce 7ta/y itito the former {plendor 
and” g'ory ; alſo one rnat was likely to 
prove a tather of his Countrey, and a 
moſt worthy Prence, being by nature 
molt vigterit & aſſured figne ofeworth, 
Courage and Bountie,and he was gene- 
rally beleeved to be of an incomparable 
lite of Rare vertaes, Generous, Relio'. 
us, and very Pious, for whoſe hea th 
"EY and 
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and long life men were bound to pray 
unto God, asa neceſſary concurrent to 
the good. and advancement of the Cri- 
ſtan Commonwealth. All the Ceremo- 
nies which are uſed ro be done mn the 
Chappell at {uch a Soveraigne Aion 
being performed, the new eleHed Pope 
retired himſelfe into the Chamber of 
Borgheſi, a\lwell to repole himſelfe as 
there to take his xepaſt, where changing 
his name of Maffeo, he cauied humnſelte 
to be called Y7bame the 8. The fixtaRti- 
on which he did after his ele&ion, was, 
that he cailed: before him all the other 
Cardinalls and Principally Borgheſs and 
Lndovif whom he injoyned to embrace 
oneand other.and never to remember 
{ſuch words and actions as had paſled be- 
tyeene them, by reaſon of their tacti- 
ons and Parties aſwell in the Conclave 
as Qur of it, commanding them with fa. 
therly admonitions -that they ſhould 
hereafter live -together not - auley as 
friends but as brothers. He ordained al- 
!0 that allthe Cardimalls of Clement the 
8. Creation ſhould live henceforth in 
peace arid. concord, with thoſe of the 
Creation of Paw the 5. for if u- were 0= 
therviſe they ſhould norhold: him for 


teir tricnd, The Cit y of Florence hath

(aid Lord Charles Parbarino Brother to 
his Holneſle hath becne f.nce wadeGe- 
nerall of the Armies of the Chuch..the 
one of his Sonnes governour of the Ca- 
ſtell of St. Azgelo, and the other Cap- 
taine of the Guardes. ]t is wruten of 
rhis Pope /rbawme,that ati9 yeares otage 
he was made Prelate , the Pope S:xt 4 
Qurmtas raade him referendary:C /ement 
che 8. at 21. gave him the govermyent 
of Fano,atterwards. he made him Abre- 
niatcr of the Pare, and Protonotarie A- 
poſt olike 
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poſto!tke, he was Comm tree to deliver in 
writing the takeing poſſeſſion of Ferrara 
andthe Marriage of Phil;pthe 3. King of 
Spame with queene 11-g-lerite , he was 
depured Commiſſioner together with A- 
| lexander Ludrviſi ( who was afterwards 
Gregory the 15.) to treat with the'Com- 
bdacr of his Cathol;ke Majeſtie con- 
cerning thequriſd19 ton, frontiers, & lim- 
mits of the Countie of Benevente, He 
was ſent Nuno extracrdinary-into France 
by Clement the8. ro King Herry the 4. 
to congratulate and rejoyce with his Ma- 
jeſtie for the birth of the Darulphmat this 
preſent the moſt Chriſtian King Lewss the 
13. Attetrwards he was Biſhop of Nazaret 
and ſent Nuntio in ordinary into France, 
Paz! the 5. made him Cardira!l and the 
firſt Church he entre into at his returne 
from France to Rome, was into that of St. 
Peter in Momtorio of which he tooke the 
title (which made divers then prognoſti-

Amongſt the principa!l vertues 
which were attributed unto him betore his 
Papacy It 1s be! eued char the charity,.com- 
paſlion,and liberalicy,which he uled to the 
poor who pray 10 Gay contiually for their 
BenefaRtor, was rhefteps by which hee 
mounted unto the Papall dignitie. The 
day of his Eleion abour five ef the clock; 
the Chaunters ſung, Ecce ſacerdos magnuse; 
and his holineTe was carried pontifically; 
habited with his Miter on his head into 
the church of Saint Pecer, and being let 
upon the high Altar of the hoy Apoſtles 
he was there pub'1k ely adored by all rhe 
Cardira'ls, the people crying, God ſaue 
Pope Vrhaz the e19%th, and trom thence he 
was conducted i into his Pallace.
